4 Preclamation concerning His Majeſtes N A V Y. 


HERE AS Weeby Our Graticus Proclamation, bearing date the tenth of November now laſt paſt, freely offered 
Our Gracc, Fivour,and Pardon toall Seamen, Sailcrs, Mariners and other Watermen, who having bcen formerly {c- 
duced by ſome T raiterous and Seditious Perſons,were this laſt yearc uſed as Inſtruments, to deraine Our Ships from 
Vs; yet ur:der this Provilo ncverthelefle, that they did ſpeedily returnc to thetr Ob: dicence and Loyalty, and did not 
trom theneeforth preſume tolerve inany of Our ſhips detained from Vs, or otherwiſe to ſcrve againſt Vs by Sceaor 
Land, or by Lo2o:, Contribution, or otherwiſe to aſſiſt the Army raiſed againſt Vs, orto Aſſemble or Muſter them- 
ſelves in Armes, withour authority derived from Vs, or enter into any Oath of Aſſociation , for oppoſing Vs or 
Our Army, as by tic ſaid Proclamation more at large may appeare. And wheteas afterwards, We. by another Pro- 
clamation,bearing date the tenth of February now laſt paſt, did again admoniſh all Our Subjes of the quality bcfore 
mentioned, and alio all Our Officers, Victuallers and Servants of all ſorts belonging to Our Ships or Navy, that they 
' ſhould from chencetorth, turbrat to iatermeddle in the Graving, Rigging Furniſhing, Manning, or Serving ot,or in Our 
ſhips,by the direRion of Robert Earle of Warwick,or any vthcr,wichour Ou: ſpeciall direction and Varrant,uponthe paines, in the ſaid laſt Procla- 
mation mentionedgas by that Proclamation it may alſo at large appeare. And whereas We have bin informed,that ſome wicked & ſeditiorsPerſons 
intending to ſeduce Our good Subjects, and with falſe-hoods to abuſe them, that they not knowing the truth, might ſtill bemiſl-d (as tormerly 
they have been) toſerve the Wicked defignes,and Treaſonable praRtices obſuch as are 1n Rebellion againſt Vs,have given our and publiſh:d, That 
Wiiiticever is intended for the preparation and ſetting out of the Navy in the Spring now approaching, is done by Our ſpecial] direQtion and ex - 
pie{lc Warrant, which is uttcrly falſe, We not having any purpoſe or reaſon to truſt our Navy,or any of Our Ships intheir hands and power who 
have given ſoclcer atcſtimohty of their former difloyalty unto Vs, and of their endeavours todeſtroy Vs and Our Kingdom : We doetherctorc 
hereby Publiſh and declare, That we have not given,nor doe intend to give any ſuch command, direction or conſent, .that any of Qur Ships,or 
any other Skips of this Our Kingdom, ſhall be Prepared, Vitualled, Rigged, Man'd, or {ct to Sea, by, or under the Command or Condutt of the 
Earle of Warwick,or any other Pcrſor or Perſons whatſoever,by any pretended authority from one or both the Houſes of Parliament, without and 
22ainſt Our conſent and exprefſe Command. And We doefurcher give notice hereby to all Our Subjets , whom it may any wayes concerne, 
thatas We are and ever ſhall be carefull 10 the utmoſt of Our Power to protet Our Good Subjects from the Malice of Ours and their Enemies, 
cither ar home or abroad, and tothatend ſhall uſe all the juſt means We poſſibly canto reſtorethery totheir former Peace, whereby they may en- 
joy the comfort of the true Proteſtant Religionin the integrity thereof, the Freedome of the known Lawes, the Liberty of their Perſons,and Pro- 
priety of their Eſtates,and juſt priviledgesof Parliamenr, wharſocver is malitiouſly and flanderouſly ſuggeſted to the contrary, fo We will by the 
due courle of Law, vindicate Our Honour with a juſt ind:gnation againft and upon all thoſe who trom heaceforth, after ſo many grations admoni- 
tions and offer of Free Pardon tor what is paſt, ( which We doe now again gratioufly and freely renew) ſhall wilfully and malitiouſly preſume 
togive aſſiſtance in any thing tothe ſaid Earle of Warwick,or any other, who upon any ſpecious,but falſe prerences, ſhall! endeavour in this yeare 
now enſuing, to Prepare, Rigge up, Victuall, Furniſh, Manne,or fet forth any oft Our own Shippes, or any other Shippes of Warre, 2 ppertain- 
ing to any others,without Our Warrant und:r Our hand and Scale; We being well aflured,that under the pretence of making a defence for the 
Kingdome againſt ſome imaginary forraigne Enemy ( where intruth We know not of,or have cauſeto ſuſpe& any ſuch) the purpcie of the Con- 
triver of thcle Rebellious Actions, 1s maniteſt ra be in the firſt place wickedly and traiterouſly ro convert Our Navy, and the Navy of the King- 
dom to thedeſtration of Vs and of Our Crown, and good Subjects, and to make themſelves Maſters thereof, if they can therein prevaile (as We 
hope by Gods bl:fling they ſhall not ) andit chey prevaile not, then by the Convoy of thoſe Ships to convey themſclves and thole who goe with 
them into {ome forraigne parts, with a purpole that neither themſelves northoſe who ſerve them ſhall rerurne ro their native Country, to whom 
they have been ſo profefled Enemies, and by this means to rob the Kingdom of the Shipping which is the defence thereof z And that 
theſe are the undoubted intentions, tt the tormer Acts of Hoſtility againſt Vs pertormed the laſt yeare , by ſome of thoſe Ships fer out under the 

name otthe ſaid Earle, and by the authority ot the rwo Houſes of Parliament, were not ſufficientro ſatisfy Vs 4nd alt others, The late barbarous 
Actions of,and by {ome of thole Ships, within a very tew daies now paſt at Burlingtos Bay in Our County of Yo- ke, to the hazard of the lite of 
Our deareſt Conſort the Queene,at the ume of Her landing there (it God in his great mercy had nor protected and delivered Hr) nor caſually 
but purpoſely committed, will o1ve {ufticient teGumo: Y thereof co all the World, to the perpetual] ſhame of the Adtors and Abettors there: f, For
